ell for his resignation. Late in the 
afternoon he sent telegrams to Presi- 
dent Hoover and the Attorney Gen- 
eral, apprising them of his position 
and asking for a public hearing. 

In his telegram to the President, 
Mr. De Groot asserted that he had 
administered the affairs of his of- 
fice honestly and efficiently and that 
he had reason to believe that the 
Attorney Gereral had béen improp- | 
erly advised in asking for his resiz- | 
nation. He admitted the power of | 
the President to remove him, but 
asked for the public hearing before 
the President took action so that the 
facts might be known and justice 
done to him. 

According to an announcement by 
the Department of Justice in Wash- 
ington, Mr. De Groot -will ‘be dis- 
missed by. President Hoover, prob- 
ably without the public hearing he 
has requested. Attorney General 
Mitchell, it was said, acted only ‘alter 
consultation with the President more 
than ten days ago, when he formally 
sought Mr. De Groot’s resignation: 
All th’ facts then were laid before 
the President. who approved the ac- 
tion and is therefore represented as 
prepared to sign the dismissa)] order. 


Dismissal Order Up Today. 


This dismissal order probably will’ 
he presented to the President today, 
when Department of Justice officials 
will recommend Mr. De Groot’s dis- 
missal and advise against another 
hearing. The President, it was said, 
might listen to Mr. De Groot’s plea, 
but, if he does, he will do so against 
the advice of the Department of Jus-’ 
tice, the officials of which take the 
view that Mr. De Groot already has 
had a hearing before. John G. Sar- 
gent, former Attorney General, and 
‘that there is nothing to be gained by 
another hearing. 

In making public his telerrams’ to 
the President and the Attorney Gen- 
eral, Mr. De Groot said he had been | 
commended by Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, who has been in charge 
of the prohibition enforcement activ- 
ities of the Department of Justice.

Young Reported as Sole Hope.

It was said that any compromise 
plan that he might suggest, if ac- 
ceptable to the allied creditors, 
would not meet definite objection 
from Germany provided it was not 
s0 inflexible that with changed eco- 
nomie conditions there would be no 
possibility of revision. In other 
words, even supposing Mr. Young 
should submit figures beyond what 
the German economic experts con- 
sider the present capacity of Ger- 
many to pay, this figure would prob- 
ably be accepted, provided it could 
be revised if found impossible of ful- 
fillment.

If such measures, loyally un- 
dertaken, proved ineffective the Ger- 
man Government would want to be 
in position to demand revision with- 
out being charged with bad faith. 

After the conference with the Ger- 
man Cabinet it appeared certain that 
Dr. Schacht would continue at Paris 
to lead the German delegation. The 
meeting developed that the German 
Government implicitly trusts the 
judgment of its experts on financial 
and economical matters and sees no 
reason to depart from its stand that 
these men must act without instruc- 
tions and take no orders.

They Are Convinced Work. at 
Paris Furthers Settlement, 
Now or Later, 


REPORT NEARLY COMPLETED 


Germans Helping to Draft It Are 
Said to Be Satisfied With 
Its Contents.

PARIS, April 29.—There is a kind 
of quiet optimism today among the 
American and allied experts in the 
committee here about the final re- 
sult of their labors. They prefer to 
remain silent concerning the grounds 
on which it is based, but they do 
not seek to conceal their confidence 
that the work which they have done 
will be found eventually to have 
been excellent, even if they do not 
have the satisfaction of reaching 
complete success. 

More than sixty pages of their re- 
port have been drafted and it has 
met not only with their own approval 
but with the approval also of those 
of their German colleagues who 
have remained here during Dr. 
Schacht’s absence in Berlin. 

It has become clear that under the 
direction of Owen D. Young, the 
chairman, and with the wholehearted 
collaboration of such fair-minded ex- 
pert economists and financiers as Sir 
Josiah Stamp of England, Emile 
Moreau, governor of the Bank of 
France, and Signor Perelli of Italy, 
this committee has as impartially as 
possible, as fully as possible, and as 
definitely as possible, sought and es- 
tablished a plan for that ‘“‘final set- 
, Hement of the reparations problem’’ 
| for which task it was appointed. 





| Germany’s Acceptance Requisite. 


But there remains one thing to do. 
Germany must be induced, persuaded 
or obliged to accept. That does not 
'mean that she is being in any way 
|coerced into accepting any Allied 
jultimatum. On the contrary, there 
has been no ultimatum propounded 
throughout this conference except 
perhaps that of the chief Germar 
delegate, Dr. Hjalmar Schacht. 

| The memorandum of the creditors’ 
claims still stands as the only offi- 
cial demand on their side. But it 
was not a final figure. It took ac- 
count first, naturally enough, of the 
deemsy-manad needs.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
April 29.—The dismantling of one of 
the Graf Zeppelin’s propellers and 
repairing and replacing it while the 
giant dirigible was flying at its aver- 
age speed at a height of 1,000 meters 
was accomplished under the direc- 
tion of Chief Engineer Siegel on the 
airship’s recent Western Mediterra- 


nean cruise. 
A defect in the propeller shaft was 


discovered while the Zeppelin was 
flying over Lisbon, and pre tions 
immediately were made to repair it 
without slowing down or inf 
the engers. Confined to close 
quarters in a motor ola, the 
Zeppelin’s mechanics, some of them 
suspended in midair as they were 
while repairing a broken fin off the 
Bermudas on the transatlantic flight 
last year, proceeded to dismantle the 
propeller, disconnect it from the 
motor, and replace the broken shaft, 
all in an interval of four hours. 

At the Zeppelin works it is said 
that this is the first instance on rec- 
ord of important repairs to the pro- 
pulsion equipment of an airship or 
airplane carried out while the craft 
was in full flight.

thusiastic about it as being entirely 
fair and representing a real achieve- 
ment. If that good work can be con- 
tinued there seems little reason to 
believe that even Dr. Schacht him- 
self will not be able to sign the re- 
port, from which only the figures 
will be left out to be filled in later 
at a conference between the creditor 
and debtor governments. The credit- 
ors’ memorandum setting forth their 
claims and Dr. Schacht’s memoran- 
dum will be simply attached to the 
report of the proposed plan. 

Phe aim, meanwhile, is to draft the 
report in such manner as to permit 
the insertion of figures at any mo- 
ment if an agreement is reached, or 
permit of their insertion later. Mean- 
while, every one expects a definite 
conclusion this week. 

Reports from Berlin are tonight 
that there will be no new offer, and 
in that case the work will be con- 
cluded as rapidly as possible. If 
there is a new offer it will be made 
to Mr. Young, and it will be for him 
to transmit ft to the creditors. Un- 
doubtedly, in such a situation the

FONCK PLANE RENAMED 
FOR FLIGHT TO CHILE 


Sencra de Davila Christens the 
Soathern Star in Ceremony 
at Washington.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The 
giant twin-motored Sikorsky biplane, 
originally built two years ago for 
Captain René Fonck for a flight to 


Paris, officially became the South- 
ern Star this afternoon when it was 
christened on Bolling Field by Sefora 
Dona Herminia Arrate de Davila, 
wife of the Chilean Ambassador. 

A large group of South American 
diplomats attended, in addition to 
officials of the Pan-American Union, 
whose general director, Dr. L. S. 
Rowe, officiated. Among the speak- 
ers were Dr. de Davila, William P. 
McCracken, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce for Aeronautics, and Cap- 
tain John K. Montgomery, co-pilot of 
the plane and president of the Amer- 
ican International Airways, which 
owns it. 

The national flags of the South 
American —o were presented 
to Captain ontgomery, who will 
carry them in the plane over the 
projected 4,900-mile non-stop flight 
from Tampa, or some other Florida 
city, to Santiago, Chile, in an en- 
deavor to regain the records former- 
ly held by Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh and Clarence Chamberlin, for 
non-stop flight. 

After the arrival of the plane in 
Chile, Captain Montgomery said, the 
flags would be taken on a tour of 
the Southern Continent, signed by 
the heads of the governments, and 
returned to the Pan-American Union 
as souvenirs of the good-will he ex- 
pects the flight to create between the 
United States and its neighbors. 

The plane left Roosevelt Field, 
L. I., at 10 o’clock this morning and 
fought its way through a driving 
head wind, arriving at the army air- 
port here at noon. 

Captain Montgomery and Harold 
McMahon, the pilot, said they would 
be ready within two weeks for the 
take-off from the Southern city. 

Two 480-horsepower Rhone-Gnome- 
Jupiter radial engines supply enough 
power to carry the capacity load of 
more than seven and a half tons of 
fuel and oil, they said, and the craft 
showed speed enough to make the 
flight within the fifty-hour limit 
which such an amount of fuel 
allows.

FREE SEAS T0 FULL 


Denies Right of Blockade Save 
by International Action 
Against an Aggressor. 


DENOUNCES. PRIVATE WAR 


Party Also Urges Full Cooperation 
With League Against Any 
Violator of Covenant.

LONDON, April 29 (2.—Complete 
renunciation of the right of private 
war and private blockade is advo- 
cated by the Labor party in a pam- 
phiet made public today on ‘‘Free- 
dom of the Seas,’’ to which Ramsay 
MacDonald, leader of the party, has 
written a foreword, describing the 
problem as mainly an Anglo-Ameri- 
can one, 

After giving a lengthy review of 
the history of maritime laws and 
rules regarding the use of the seas 
both in peace and war, the pamphlet 
formulates the Labor party doctrine 
on the question, in great measure 
basing it upon the second of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s famous ‘Fourteen 
Points.”’ 

‘What then is left of the old doc- 
trine called freedom of the seas?’ 
the pamphlet asks after pointing out 
the numerous changes which have 
taken place through the centuries. 
“Labor believes that nothing of sub- 
stance is left; but that the doctrine 
has been reborn in a new form per- 
fectly consistent with modern experi- 
ence and modern needs. 


Reiterates Wilson. 


“The new doctrine has been best 
expressed by President Wilson in the 


second of his Fourteen Points—‘free- 
dom of navigation upon the seas out- 


| Side of territorial waters, alike in 
peace and in war, except as the seas 
may be closed in whole or in part by 
international action for the enforce- 
ment of international covenants.’ ”’ 

Declaring that the stand taken by 
both Conservative and Liberal gov- 
| ernments in Britain has been direct- 
jed toward the “power to keep open 
the paths of the oceans,’’ the Labor 
party says that this power also 
means ‘‘power to close the paths of 
the oceans’’ and that this power 
must of necessity be challenged by 
other great countries. 

“If we tried today to use the 
weapon of blockade for our own pri- 
vate ends.’’ the pamphlet says, “‘we 


should certainly have to reckon with 
a protest far more emphatic than any 
made in the last war. How emphatiz 
and serious was the protest of 
America in the last war is as yet tov 
little realized in this country. And 
taht protest could now be made far 
more effective than in 1915, so effec- 
tive, indeed, that in the face of deter- 
mined American opposition th 
weapon of private blockade would 
almost certainly have to be laid 
aside, 

“America’s position on the high 
seas would be very different today 
and tomorrow from what it was. As 
an American Admiral has said, the 
old American principle of ‘freedom 
of the seas, all went glimmering 
during the World War, but America 
has learned her lesson.’ ’’ 


Sums Up Doctrine. 


Summing up its doctrine in a series 
of conclusions, the Labor party says: 

“The Labor party stands for the 
complete renunciation of the right of 
private war and private blockade. 

‘‘We stand for the full acceptance 
of the new doctrine of freedom of 
the seas; that is, that the high seas 
should only be closed by internation- 
al agreement for the enforcement of 
international covenants. 

‘‘We stand for loyal and effective 
cooperation in the League’s sanctions 
against a State which resorts to war 
in breach of its covenants. 

‘‘We hold that the development and 
the codification of international law 
should be made on the assumption 
that private war and private block- 
ade, instead of being a legitimate ex- 
ercise of national sovereignty, is an 
international crime. 

“All this is logically a part of La- 
bor’s policy of all-in arbitration, 
pooled security and disarmament to 
the level strictly required for the 
maintenance of order. 

‘“‘Labor’s policy is that established 
peace is the only assurance that a 
nation can have that it is secure 
— the menace of other na-

safety rules, the Transit Commis-| 
sion, it was learned last night, will | 
probably issue an order prohibiting | 
\the further use of the ‘‘keying by’’ 
| process, whereby a train is permitted | 
to pass a signal with the road not| 
clear before it. 

Only in emergency cases will ‘‘key- | 
ing by’’ be permitted, but under no| 
circumstances for facilitating rush'| 
hour traffic. 

William G. Fullen, chairman of the |

length with Colonel William C. Lan-| 
caster, chief engineer for the com- 
mission; William H. Freeman, cnief | 
of the accident division, and other | 
officials, discussing the agpeation) 
of the .“‘keying by’’ process in so far 
as it affects continuous operation and | 
the protection of human life. Action 
is likely to-be taken at the commis- 
sion’s meeting tomorrow. 

The following report was made to| 
the commission by Colonel Lancaster | 
on yesterday’s wreck, which occurred | 
between the 167th Street and 170th|

There is an automatic and trip 
stop signal at the south end of the 
southbound platform of the 170th 
Street station. 

It appears that the colliding train 
was ‘‘keyed by” this signal, which 
was set at danger by the presence 
of the Ninth Avenue train stand- 
ing further down the track. The 
reason given-by I.-R.- T. represen- 
tatives for keying the train by in- 
stead of waiting for the Ninth Ave- 
nue train to proceed was to get it 
out of the station, so that the fol- 
lowing train could pull in and load, 
thus gaining a little time. 

Cur investigation indicates that 
this has been done on other occa- 
sions 

The purpose of the mechanical 
device used in ‘‘keying by’’ is to 
hold down the automatic trip and 
allow a train to proceed past a 
signal set at danger when the sig- 
nal is out of order and-the track 
otherwise in a safe condition for 
the train to proceed.. Here it was 
done to gain a little time, there 
being nothing wrong with the sig- 
nals. 

Such practice, in my opinion, is 
wrong. It is true that the motor- 
man of the colliding train must 
have been at fault in not keeping 
his train in control so that he could 
stop .before reaching the train 
ahead, but it is to avoid just such 
man failure that the commission 
has. ordered complete automatic 
signals and automatic trip stops on 
all lines. 

T do not believe the practice of 
nullifying -the «signal protection by 
“keying by” under such circum- 
stances should be permitted.

REVENGE FOR RASPUTIN 
IS SEEN IN POISONINGS 


Prince Yousoupoff and Others 
Are Victims—Valet Confesses— 
French Police Disavow Theory. 


PARIS, April 29 ().—French police 
have been brought face to face with. 
what may finally be revealed as a 
poison plot instigated by friends of 
the late Rasputin, Russia’s ‘‘black 
monk,”? in revenge for his death. 
They are inclined to scout the theory 
and insist they ere ‘‘working along 
another line,’’ but certain facts re- 


main: 

First, Prince Felix Yousoupoff, 
who og about Resputin’s death, 
suffered from what appeared to~be 
poisoning of some sort, but re- 
covered. 

Then, Count and Countess de La- 


rentys—the Countess is a relative of 
the Prince—and guests at their home 
suffered from time to time with a 
mysterious illness which they be- 
lieved was a kind of poisoning. 

And now, the Count de Larenty’s 
valet, Baptiste Carbonnel; has con- 
fessed placing poison in the Count’s 
food. He says he did so because of 
a strange hypnotic influence which 
Illia Pedan, the Prince’s* valet, had 
over him. 

Pedan, he says, offered him 80,000 
francs (more than $3,000) if the plot 
were successful, and because of this 
occult power he acquiesced. The 
poison was discovered and he was 
placed under arrest.

‘Cinema Week’ Opened to In- 
terest Public in Helping Indus+ 
try to Regain Lost Leadership. 


OUR TAX PLAN DISAPPROVED 


Producers Declare Scheme Would 
Aid State, Not Them, and They 
Stick to 3 to 1 Quota Demand.

PARIS, April 29.—‘‘Cinema Week’”’ 
was opened in Paris today under the 
auspices of French Government of- 
ficials and in the presence of hun- 
drédg of persons interested in the re- 
vival of the national film industry. 
By setting aside a whole week for 
a thorough survey of every phase of 


motion picture making and the 
means of restoring it to at least a 
measure of its former world impor- 
tance, leaders in French film pro- 
duction hope to arouse sufficient 
public interest to create a substantial 
support that is, at present, so sadiy 
lacking. 

‘Cinema Week” coincides with an 
active commencement of the Franco- 
American film negotiations looking 
to a solution of the difficultdes be- 
tween the French and American film 
interests. 

At the time when producers, writ- 
ers, directors and others interested 
in the French industry are meeting 
in various conferences to study the 
problems of the French films, the 
government’s Cinema Control Com- 
mission on Wednesday will open the 
first of the formal hearings of rep- 
resentatives of the disputing Ameri- 
can end French producers. The 
American Government will be repre- 
sented by Henry S. MacLean, Com- 
mercial Attaché at the embassy, and 
George S. Canty, film expert in Eu- 
rope for the Department of Com- 
merce. 


American Subsidy Sought. 


The problems on which the par- 
ticipants in “Cinema Week’’ will 
ponder and those with which the 
Cinema Control Commission will 


have to contend are strangely alike, 
for, rightly or wrongly, the French 
film leaders have seen fit to link 
the question of the finding of much- 
needed assistance for their Mmd@ustry 
with that of the American film in- 
terests in France. 

There is widespread sympathy both 
in France and elsewhere with the 
French ambitions for a film industry 
worthy of the traditions of a nation 
which before the war stood pre-emi- 
nent in the film world. Certainly, 
there is no outward evidence of 
American opposition to the develop- 
ment of a strong French industry. 
Scores of Frenchmen: have pro- 
nounced the French industry as 
“very ill’ and as being urgently in 
need of restoratives, but as yet no 
one has come forward with an ac- 
ceptable cure. 

According: to American film men, 
the French are seeking some form 
of direct aid from them, either in 
annual loans, a& guarantee to pur- 
chase large blocks of French films 
or the financing of French produc- 
tions. The Americans recognize fuily 
that the French need support, but 
contend that it is up to their govern- 
ment to supply it. 


We Are Willing to Pay Tax. 


To make possible the establishment 


of a French film subsidy, the Amer- 
icans say they are willing to pay a 
substantial import tex on all films, 
but to this the French are firmly 
opposed. Such a tax would only go 
to swell the State revenues, they re- 
ply, and would, therefore, do the 
film industry no good. 

Unless they get some _ definite 
promise of financial support, the 
French may be expected to institute 
the proposed three-to-one quota, but

Determined to Find Way Out. 


Nevertheless, throughout the 
speeches today there ran a note of 


determination to find a way out, 
Frangols Poncet, Under-Secretary of 
Fine Arts, who is directing the gov- 
ernment’s cinema case, declaring 
that in the hours to come he would 
call to the French public’s attention 
the problems facing their film in- 
dustry. 

While France had no intention of 
prohibiting her markets to any one, 
she had every intention of defending 
her film industry just as she would 
defend her agriculture or her politi- 
cal liberty. The cinema has occupled 
too important a part in the nation’s 
life to permit it to dic for lack of 
support, Under-Secretary Poncet de- 
clared, adding that the motion pic- 
ture art, like the radio and aviation, 
touched -the very fundamental 
sources of the nation’s life and was 
one of the greatest mediums for ex- 
pressing the nation’s sensibility and 
intellectuality. 

M. Poncet went on to say that the 
best method of defending the na- 
tional production was, after all, to 
be found in excellency of effort, 
which, in turn, depended upon hard 
and intelligent work. 

‘The work in the cinema industry 
demands an exacting specialization 
and minute effort,’’ he continued, 
“and in this regard I do not think 
we can render sufficient homage to 
the efforts in the scientific field of 
the Americans. We attributed their 
success too readily to their abun- 
dance of capital, but this capital is 
used in an elaborate, painstaking 
and systematic technique which con- 
tributes greatly to their success.”’

Says Santo Domingo Will Have 
Modern Accounting Which 
Controller Genera! Rejects. 


TELLS OF AID TO VASQUEZ 


He Declares Dominican Officials 
Worked Night and Day to Help 
Private Mission. 


TO GO ABROAD LATE IN MAY 


New Ambassador to Britain Will! 
Visit Chicago and Washington 
Before Starting for Post. 


Charles G. Dawes arrived here yes- 
terday from Santo Domingo, where 
he went five weeks ego at the head 
of a commission of private American 
citizens to devise a budget system for 
the Dominican Republic, after the 
close of his term as Vice President 
of the United States. While in Santo 
Domingo he was appointed Ambassa- 
dor to the Court of St. James’s. He 
would not discuss the Ambassador- 
ship yesterday beyond saying he ex- 
pected to sail for England during 
the latter part of May, but about the 
budget he was emphatic. 

In Santo Domingo he indicated 
that one of his ambitions, while giv- 


ing the Dominicans the benefit of the 
experience he obtained in installing 
the first United States budget, was 
to be able to return and make some 
observations about J. Raymond Mc- 
Carl, Controller General of the 
United States, in order to call atten- 
tion to what happened to the budget 
system here. When the San Lorenzo 
docked, his observations were ready 
in a prepared statement, reading as 
follows: 


Criticizes American System. 
“The system of accounting which 
we recommended for adoption by the 
Dominican Government is one which 


the.framers of our present budget 
and accounting law intended should 


necessary to a proper understanding |- 


by the public and Congress of gov- 
ernmental business operations and 
status. Al! the powers to install such 
2 system are et present vested in 
the Controller General of the United 
States, but he has thus far failed in 
carrying out the accounting purpose 
of our persent law. We have in the 
United States, therefore, only the old- 
fashioned and entirely inadequate 
cash accounting system. 

“The report which this commission 
completed and handed to President 
Vasquez of the Dominican Republic 
lest Monday contained in codified 
form ready for enactment 2 budget 
law which, in addition to the usual 
provisions, provided also for the es- 
tablishment of an executive control 
of expenditures; an accounting law, 
making compulsory a proper system 
of ‘governmental budget accounting, 
kt pera | accounts to produce 2 

elence sheet and adeauate operat- 
ing statements; 2 law regulating 
projected public improvements; 2 
modified law of finence and the 
necessery repealing lews. This part 
of our report, together with certain 
recommendations for changes in de- 
partmental organization, comprised 
our specific plan. We then reviewed 
the Dominican budget item by item 
and made suggestions with accom- 
panying explanations as to the man- 
ner in which economies might be 
effected under our plen in operation. 

Status of Finances Shown. 

“In addition, collective statements 
were made showing the condition of 
governmental finances, including di- 
rect and indirect liabilities—a diffi- 
cult and exacting work in the condi- 
tion in which we found the accounts, 
which hed been kept under en inede- 
quate and decentralized system. 

“Our report, covering 190 pe2ges, 
was completed in three weeks, which 
was made possible only by the untir- 
ing industry of the entire commis- 
sion. This also would have been 
impossible had it not been for the 
complete and earrest cooperation of 
the officials of the Dominican Gov- 
ernment, who worked night and day 
with us to furnish the necessary 
data. Again, it would have been im- 
possible had not the majority of the 
commission possessed experience in 
similar labor in the past. 

“As for my personal plans, I am 
going to Chicago Thursday, where it 
will take me probably two weeks or 
so to arrange my personal matters 
before leaving. I will then stop off 
at Washington for a day or so to 
consult the President and Secretary 
Stimson and hope to sail for Eng- 
land during the latter part of May. 

“T am appreciative of the kindness 
with which my appointment seems 
to have been received in this country 
and England, but I remember the

Special Cable to THE New York TIMES, 
LONDON, April 29.—General Bram- 
well Booth was lying on his sickbed 
at Hadleywood this morning when 
re wife pointed to an envelope on 
his breakfast tray and said:

“I am pleased because I can see 
that you are pleased. But we must 
not think too much of earthly things. 
This is an honor, not for myself, 
but for the Army. I only sh I 
were in better condition to make 
use of it.’’ 

Later -his physician, Dr. Ernest 
Wardlaw Milne, visited the old Gen- 
eral.and said the news of the honor 
had been ‘‘a wonderful tonic’ for 
the patient. 

Mrs. Booth, still unreconciled to 
her husband’s removal by the High 
Council, said it would ‘‘give him the 
incentive he really needs, maybe an 
incentive which will result in his re- 
turning to the leadership of the 
Army.”’ 

“Do not believe for one moment 
the fight is no longer on,’’ she said. 
“It still is and I think I can say 
that when the General once more ap- 
pears on the platform the rank and 
file of the Army will proclaim their 
leader.”’ 

Regardless of the recent contro- 
versy, Salvationists all over England 
were rejoicing tonight over the royal 
gesture to their former General. The 
feeling was that the King not only 
had recognized General Booth’s life- 
long services but had helped to 
soothe the wounded feelings which 
have lingered since the High Council 
meeting.

LONDON, April 29.—The hospital 
fund that has been opened as a 
thanksgiving for the King’s recovery 
and the national radium fund to 
fight cancer were enriched today by 
royal gifts. King George gave $5,000, 
Queen Mary gave $2,500 and the 
Prince of Wales gave $1,050, the 
sums to be divided equally between 
the two funds, which, confided to 
the care of The London Times, totals 
$298,450. It is estimated that $1,250,- 
000 is needed to obtain an adequate 
supply of radium for the country’s 
present and future needs, but the 
government’s promise of assistance 
leaves only $750,000 to be subscribed. 

Members of Lioyd’s today sub- 
scribed $75,000; Sir Harry McGowan, 


$50,000; M. Samuel & Company, $50,- 
000; Sir Charles and Lady Wakefield, 
$10,000, and Allan Miller of New 
York, $1,250. 

The King will himself sign the 
proclamation on May 10 dissolving 
the present Parliament, it was offi- 
cially announced tonight. The Privy 
Council will meet at Craigwell House, 
Bognor, and it will be the first 
meeting the King has attended since 
the memorable gathering at Buck- 
ingham Palace on Dec. 4, when, at 
the height of his illness, he signed 
the document establishing the Coun- 
cil to act for him in state affairs.

Lehman Signs Stipulation With 
Ward and Tremaine Covering 
Law Branch for May. 


COURT ACTION UNAFFECTED 


Accord Sets Aside $291,000, While 
Issue Between Governor and 
Republicans Is Adjudicated.

ALBANY, April 29.—Acting -Gover- 
nor Lehman this afternoon, after a 
conference with Attorney General 
Hamilton Ward, State - Controller 
Tremaine and others, approved the 
segregation of the executive budget 
so far as it relates to the Depart- 
ment of Law. This means that the 
$291,000 provided for in the supple- 
mental budget: bill for the mainte- 
mance of the department will be 
available, and that the employes will 
receive their pay checks May 1. The 
step, Mr. Lehman pointed out, was 
without prejudice to the court action 
started several days ago by the -Con- 
troller. 

Mr. Lehman also said that a stipu- 
lation had been entered into, and 
that when a statement of fact as to 
the budget situation had been agreed 
upon between the parties the action 
begun by the Controller would. be 
dropped and the case submitted: to 
the Court of Appeals on the state- 
ment of fact. 

This, the Acting Governor said, 
would doubtless prove the best. way 
of handling the question of whether 
or not the Governor has the sole 
right to approve the segregation of 
lump sum appropriations. Governor 


Roosevelt insists that he has, while 
the Republicans in the Legislature 
contend that the finance law, under 
which the chairmen of the Senate 
Finance and Assembly Ways and 
Means committees have joint power 
of approval with him, is still in op- 
eration. The Governor has asserted 
that the finance law was viftually 
‘superseded by the executive budget 
constitutional amendment. 

Those who attended the day’s con- 
ference were, besides Acting Gover- 
nor Lehman, Attorney General Ward 
and Controlier Tremaine, William D. 





Guthrie and Edward G. Griffin, 
counsel to the State Controller; 
Charles Mullens, Deputy Controller;

Thomas Penney, First Deputy Attor- 
ney General, and Guy B. Moore, Dis- 
trict Attorney of Buffalo. 

Later Mr. Lehman and the Attor- 
ney General issued a joint statement 
in which they said that after discuss- 
ing the various questions arising 
from the controversy over the new 
budget provisions, all parties agreed 
to cooperate in every way in order 
that the matter might be disposed of 
in the Court of Appeals before the 
final adjournment thereof. 

The stipulation entered into pro- 
vided that, pending a juridical deci- 
sion, the maintenance of the depart- 
ment should be cared for as of May 
1 “without prejudice to the conten- 
tion of the Controller, under advice 
of counsel, that the said Section 139 
cf the State finance law is unconsti- 
tutional and void in whole or in part, 
afd in any view is not applicable to 
any items of the supplemental budget 
bill as partly approved and -partly 
disapproved and vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor on or about April 12, 1929, and 
that such approval shall not in any 
way constitute or be cited or urged 
as constituting any admission, wai- 
ver, limitation or estoppel whatso- 
é€ver in respect of either party.’’

FOR BENCH URGED 


Filing of Names Six Months Be- 
fore Primaries Sought in Drive 
for Better Nominees. 


TIME FOR SCRUTINY ASKED 


Grand Jurors’ Association Hopes for 
Action This Year and Begins 
Campaign to Win Support. 


A campaign to have the names of 
nominees for the bench filed six 
months in advance of primaries was 
begun yesterday by the Grand Jurors’ 
Association of New York County, 
and hope was expressed that such 
action might be undertaken this year 
in connection with next November’s 
elections. 

Edward A. Alexander, former mem- 
ber of the committee on law reform 
of the Bar Association, who first ad- 
vanced the plan in an article last 
December in The Panel, official or- 
gan of the Grand Jurors’ Association, 


said yesterday:

the judiciary should be taken as far 
as possible out of the realm of poli- 
tics.

e e have no adequate op- 
portunity to study the candidates’ 
qualifications.” He urged that a bill 
be passed at Albany wor that 
names of candidates be filed with the 
Secretary of State and boards of 
elections six months in advance, 
The names of their sponsors should 
also be made known, he said. He 
added that many attorneys, including 
Gurney Newlin, president of the 
American Bar Association, had ex- 
pressed themselves as thoroughly in 
favor of the proposed reform, and 
that the matter would be taken up 
by the New York County Lawyers’ 
Association at a meeting on May 6. . 

The Grand Jurors Association made 
public several communications con- 
cerning the reform. Louis Fabricant, 
chairman of the committee on crim- 
inal courts of the New York County 
Bar Association, while in favor of 
the plan, held that it might not bring 
about the needed improvement. He 
urged that judges be appointed 
rather than elected. 

Charles A. Vilas, counsel for the 
National Biscuit Company, wrote: 
“The plan strikes me as excellent. 
Certainly the very fundamental the- 
ory of judicial responsibility calls 
for some method of selection of can- 
didates better than that applied to 
political offices.”’

One collection district in 
New York alone, the second, contri- 
buted $319,303,014 in income and mis- 
cellaneous. taxes combined, or nearly 
twice ag much as the whole of any 
other State. 

North Carolina was second in the 
ranking of States with $184,976,- 
543.28, of which $170,040,862.32 was 
in the form of miscellaneous taxes, 
paid chiefly by the State’s great 
tobacco industry. The increase in 
the use of cigarettes was largely 
responsible for this heavy payment.

The miscellaneous taxes for the |

Burkitt is Storm Centre. 

Burkitt, who began a one-man cam- | 
paign against the Mayor a year ago, 
was the storm centre yesterday. In| 
the afternoon, as he was passing in | 
front of the Jersey Journal Building 
in Journal Square he was attacked 
by six men. In the three minutes 
of fighting which followed Burkitt | 
was felled three times, but managed 
to send two of the attackers sprawl- 
ing. The police finally stopped the | 
fight. There were no arrests. 

The real storm broke at night. 
Mayor Hague and his supporters| 
were holding a ‘‘home night raliy’’ | 
in the Dickinson High School, with | 
fireworks and music, when Burkitt 
and other members of the Non-| 
Partisan League, prepared to hold | 
an opposition meeting on the county | 
court house steps, a few hundred| 
feet east of the school. 

Lane was standing in an automo-|! 
bile, about to make his opening re-| 
marks, and Burkitt, talking to his 
legal advisers, District Court Judge} 
August Ziegener and William Sew-| 
ell, Assistant Superintendent of Elec-| 
tions, stood near by. Their audience | 
had swelled to 1,500 persons, about}

James J. Keeley Tells Police He 
| Stabbed Proprietor of East 
32d St. Place Over $5.

| James J. Keeley, a paper handler, 
| 29 years old, of 233 East Thirty-sec-

| afternoon as the slayer of Thomas 
|| Cooley, 55, and John Collins, 60, in 
| a speakeasy in the rear of the ground 
| floor of the tenement at 310 East 
| Thirty-second Street last Saturday 
night. Keeley, who also has been 
known as Gilmour, confessed, ac- 
cording to the police, in a statement 
to Assistant District Attorney P. 
Francis Marro in the Homicide Bu- 
reau, that he stabbed the two men 
to death.

Keeley at first denied knowledge |

there, Keeley admitted, they said, 
that he had unsuccessfully tried to 
remove blood stains from the sleeves. 

The alleged confession revealed 
that Keeley, who had been separated 
from his wife and 5-year-old daugh- 
ter for two years, entered the place 
at 7 o’clock Saturday morning and 
remained drinking there till shortly 
before 10 o’clock that night, when he 
quarreled with Cooley, the bartender 
and part owner. 


Had Twenty Drinks of Whisky. 


“T had drunk more than twenty 
whiskies in that time,’’ Keeley is al- 
leged to have said, ‘‘and the quarrel 
started when I missed a five-dollar 
bill, which I believed Cooley had 
taken. I stabbed him repeatedly 
with a pair of shears.’’ 

Keeley went on to explain, accord- 
ing to Mr. Marro, that Collins, who 
used crutches because of a broken 


leg, was asleep on a folding bed in 
the speakeasy when the fight began. 
He was awakened by the scuffle of 
Keeley and Cooley for possession of 
the shears, Keeley is alleged to have 
admitted, and called to the belliger- 
ents to stop. 

“He said to me: ‘Don’t harm him,’ 
when I was stabbing Cooley,’’ Keeley 
‘continued. ‘‘After Cooley was dead, 
I went over to where Collins lay and 
stabbed him to death.”’ 

Keeley was alleged to have insisted 
that he used the shears on Collins 
also, but Detectives Lynch and 
Hogan are inclined to the belief that 
‘the man’s recollection is somewhat 
hazy on this point, because a large 
knife used in the killing of Collins, 
they feel certain, was found under

the bed where the innocent victim 
of the quarrel between Keeley and 
Cooley lay. 

“Collins had done you no injury,, 
why did you kill him?” persisted 
Assistant District Attorney rro. 

“Well.” Keeley was alleged to 
have replied,’’ he saw me kill Cooley, 
so I didn’t want him to be a witness 
against me.’’ 


Arrested Six Times. 

The detectives produced a police 
record which revealed that Keeley 
began a criminal career as a truant 
wh he was 8 years old, and was 


| committed to the New York Paren- 


tal School. Thereafter he was ar- 
rested six times for various offenses, 
including twice on felonious assault. 

In October, 1920, he was sent to 
Sing Sing for two years and four 
months for an assault, and hardly 
had been released when he was sent 
back for a one-year term for the 
theft of an automobile. Three years 
later he was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for stabbing a man. He was 
discharged by Judge Nott in Gen- 
eral Sessions last May when the evi- 
dence in another felonious assault 
case against him proved insufficient. 

Keeley was taken to Police Head- 
quarters last night and locked up on 
a charge of homicide. 

He will be arraigned in the Hom:- 
cide court this morning. The case 
may be presented to the grand jury 
| before the end of the week.

FAULTY CABLES STOP _ 
_ DETROIT BRIDGE WORK 


11,000 Miles of Wire to Be 
| Replaced in $20,000,000 


International Span. 


Special to The New York Times. 

| DETROIT, April 29.—Most of the 
| construction work on the Detroit in- 
|ternational bridge was stopped re- 
l'ecently to give tke engineers an 
opportunity to study problems which 
have arisen on a similar suspension 
bridge in the East. 

A later statement said that defects 
found in the steel cables of the $20,-| 
000,000 structure necessitated the re-| 
building of all the cable work, which 
was nearly completed when the de- 
fect was located by the general con- 
tractors, the McClintic-Marshall Com- 
pany of Pittsburgh. The reconstruc- 
tion will require replacing of 11,000) 
miles of steel wire. 

The work of tearing down and re- 
placing the mammoth cables will de- 
lay for several months the bridge 
opening, which had been planned for 
some time in July. The defects are 
similar to those discovered in the 
Mount Hope bridge, now under con- 
struction, to connect Newport with 
the Rhode Island mainland at Bris- 
tol. It was the discovery of defects 
in the latter bridge that caused the 
decision to stop work on the Ambas- 
sador (Detroit) bridge March 5. 

The same concern that made the 
wires for the Mount Hope span man- 
ufactured those for the Detroit 
bridge. Replacing the cables is 
merely a precautionary measure, it 
was announced. Larger, stronger 
and heavier wire is to be used for 
the new cables. Metallurgists who 
studied the structure of the wire used 
in the cables said that the fault 
with the wires in the Mount Hope 
span might have been caused by zinc 
coating. 

It was said by an experimental en- 
gineer that attempts to zinc coat this 
type of steel had failed because the 

| steel became brittle and its tensile |

DENIES CHANCE IN POLICY 


“Power Side” Had Nothing to Do 
With Investment, Bay State 
Legislators Are Told.

BOSTON, Mass., April 29.—Archi- 
bald R. Grceustein of New York, 
president of the International Paper 
and Power Company, appeared today 
before the Rules committees of the 
Massachusetts Legislature and ex- 
plained the company’s purchase of a 
half interest in The Boston Herald 
and Traveler and the paper com- 
pany’s relations to power and gas 
interests in Massachusetts. 

The question before the committees 
is whether the rules should be sus- 
pended to permit legislation this year 
providing for an investigation of the 
company’s operations. 


Vigorously asserting that he had 
nothing to say as to the policies of 
The Herald-Traveler, the witness de- 
clared it would be bad business and 
“idiotic’’ for the International Pa- 
per and Power Company, which con- 
trols the New England power system, 
to attempt to use The Herald-Trav- 
eler to influence public opinion or 
to elect Legislatures favorable to the 
company’s power interests. 


Denies Setting Paper’s Policy. 
After going into detail on the com- 
pany’s methods of operation and the 
concerns which it now controls in 


Massachusetts, Mr. Graustein, in re-

The International 
Paper Company was recently reor- 
ganized as a Massachusetts associa- 
tion under the name of the Interna- 
tional Paper and Power Company, 
with offices at 89 Broad Street. 

“This latter company owns most of | 
the stock of the International Paper 
Company. It is the head company 
of a group. It continues to operate 
its paper business and, through an 
intermediary company, controls the 
New England Power Association. 

“Thus it stands on two legs, one its 
industrial and newsprint activities 
and the other power. This is the 
present status.’

The control was gained through a 
struggle which we had with New 
York interests on details as to how 
the New England Power Association 
should be operated. It came about 
through the stockholders preferring 
to play with us, since we were New 
En land interests. 

n this side, the .eading consum- 
er of newsprint, not counting the 
chain newspapers, is THz New YorK 
Times, In the West, The Chicago 
| Tribune. THe TIMEs has a newsprint 
mill in Ontario, and for many years 
The Tribune has had a —a 
|mill in Niagara Falls. That shows 
the common interest between , the 
two. 

‘“‘We have not bought any paper, 
but have just helped finance. We 
haven’t gone around looking to buy 
any newspaper. I heard that Mr. 
Winslow, while he didn’t want to 
get rid of all his stock, had such 
|a large investment that he wanted 
to cash in on it. 

“There would be no changes in 
management or policy, which was 
my point of view, because I wanted 
no further responsibilities. If we 
bought half that interest it meant 
much money, and the surest way 
of running a newspaper is to make 
it an organization of its own inter- 
est. Another reason—all we want 
to do is run our own business. I 
think we are running it successfully. 
We want no more. 

“T knew it was possible there might 
be a misunderstanding. The power 
side had nothing to do with the in- 
vestment. The proof of the pudding 
is in the eating. We will have 
nothing to do with politics. 

‘“‘Now, The Herald uses 30,000 tons 
of paper a year. In 1927 we soid 
them 10,000 tons; in 1928, 5,000 tons. 
What would we have had without 
the tie-up? I question if we could 
have held the business. We would 
have been out in the cold.’’

Sees Crisis in Foreign Exchange. 


“The situation for the time being 
is being dealt with through the fore- 
ign central banks obtaining dollar 
exchange through the disposal of the 
gold and foreign exchange reserves 
accumulated behind their currencies. 

“The principle central banks in 
Europe have, during recent months, 
been losing gold and foreign ex- 
change reserve at the aggregate rate 
of $100,000,000 per month. This is 
during a seasonal period when the 
banks are ordinarily building up 
their foreign exchange position in 
contemplation of the heavy seasonal 
demands of the Summer and Fall. 

“Obviously this situation cannot 
ling continue without a _ collapse, 
which will mean the reaiization of 
the dangers which were forecast ten 
years ago, but which since then have 
been so successfully avoided. 

“The problem with which we are 
faced does not involve deciding 
whether or not stock prices are too 
high or whether brokers’ loans are

Perhaps 
more important than that is the 
fact that our position has been 
based ..on fundamental principles 
and not upon any sort of oppor- 
tunism or changing self-interest. 


For that reason the position we 
have taken has been sound at all 
times—it is as sound today as it 
was in the beginning. It is quite 
evident that there are persons and 
organizations who believe the 
despots of the Soviets have a bet- 
ter chance of gaining their objec- 
tive now than they had before 
the change of our national admin- 
istration. 

I do not like to believe thet, 
and I know my trede-union col- 
leagues share that dislike. How- 
ever, the belief of which I speak 
is there and its presence is indi- 
cated in part by the action of the 
Foreign Policy Association, which 
has caused me to prepare this 
memorandum. 

If the memorandum serves to 
strengthen the American position 
of hostility to oppressors, hostility 
to autocracy, hostility to lending 
American official recognition and 
support to a régime that is un- 
speakable in its terrorism and 
that continuously seeks to foment 
revolution in America against our 
institutions and government, then 
I shall be happy.

A BLENDED UNITED STATES.

| TAXES AND TAXI FARES. 
| Economical Operation Would Equal- 

ize State Gasoline Levy. 
To the Eaitor of The New York Times: 

The taxi rates in New York need 
not be raised by the gasoline tax, 
despite the claims of the taxi com- 
panies. The costs of operating the 
taxis are needlessly high, and could 
be cut more than the extra cost due 
to the gasoline tax. 

First of all, most of the taxis that 
| we have in use are excessively large 
and heavy. Two tons of metal are 
hauled around the streets when a ton 
and a quarter would suffice. Even 


in the theatre crowds taxis mostly 


carry two or three passengers, not 
four or five. 

There are taxicabs for three passen- 
gers weighing 2,400 to 2,500 pounds 
on the market, and only a silly ordi- 
nance prohibits these in New York. 
The taxi interests ought to be able to 
get this ordinance repealed. The 
lighter cabs would be materially 
more economical in tire costs as well 
as in gasoline costs. In this day of 
effective shock absorbers, the light 
cab can be as comfortable as the 
heavy ones now in use. 

Moreover, the gasoline tax of 2 
cents a gallon is made an excuse for 
a rise in rates equivalent to at least 
five times as much. It is a rare taxi 
trip that is more than five to six 
miles. A gallon of gasoline does for 
eleven to twelve miles, even with the 
heavy cabs in use; but for the 2 
cents extra paid to the State the taxi 
companies are going to collect 10 
cents or more.

economic experts have “‘got down to 
hard facts” (i. e., realities) in trying 
to determine the scale and period of 
yearly payments by Germany. Ob- 
viously, the picture of Germany’s 
ability to pay as presented in Dr. 
Schacht’s proposals was to familiar- 
ize the delegates of the creditor 
countries with the actual economic 
status of Germany, and to suggest a 
sane and equitable settlement of the 
reparations problem. Perhaps if Dr. 
Schacht had been inspired by politi- 
cal considerations he would have 
consented to the demands of the al- 
lied delegates, as so many of his 
countrymen have done in previous 
negotiations with the allied and as- 
sociated powers. The results of these 
unconditional acceptances ,have be- 
come perfectly manifest to every in- 
telligent observer, since they have 
either brought about chaotic condi- 
tions in Europe or deterred the eco- 
nomic progress of the world. It will 
be recalled that the Allies have ap- 
proached realities by a gradual 
downward revision of their fantas- 
tic demands of Germany. If Dr. 
Schacht now refuses to sign any 
further ‘‘patchwork”’ agreements, but

A campaign to enlist the coopera- 
tion of parents here in correcting 
physical defects of school children 
will be launched tomorrow as pert 
of the National Child Health Dey 
program.

Aldinger, director of health educa- 
tion of the Board of Education. 

Since most teachers do not have 
the same students in their classes 
that they had last Fall, it is desired 
that they become familiar with in- 
dividual conditions among their 
present charges. Classroom facili- 
ties will also be used as far as prac- 
ticable to aid defective children. 

“Immediate steps should be taken 
to seat children with defective vision 
and hearing near the front of the 
room and to insist on correction of 
dental defects,’’ Dr. O’Shea said. 
*‘An effort should be made to stimu- 
late an interest, especially about the 
malnourished children, in the im- 
portance of proper diet, fresh air, 
sunshine; exercise, rest and sleep. 

“To facilitate a satisfactory follow- 
up of the teachers’ findings of un- 
corrected defects, principals are fur- 
ther advised to consult with parents. 
school medical inspectors and schocl 
nurses.”’

The Birth Control Clinic. | 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Birth control is not a new fad nor is it 
an experiment. It finds its protagonists 
among economists, social workers and par- 
ticularly among the medical profession. At 
first frowned upon as a violation of divine 
law, it has become recognized as a moral, 
economic and life-preserving rule which must 
make for a2 virile and intelligent future gen- 
eration, 

Governments recognize it in their steriliza- 
tion laws. Economists recognize it in the 
law that only the fittest survive. Physicians 
recognize it as important in preserving and 
prolonging life. It is true that it has taken 
time and a campaign of intelligence to put 
across the idea of birth control, but it is 
‘here to stay, thanks to the efforts of 
courageous men and still more courageous 
women who have fought valiantly and suc- 
cessfully for it. 

Realizing that wise legislation regarding 
birth control is fundamentally a, welfare 
measure vitally affecting all women, the 
League of Women Voters has long heen 
working in cooperation with other organiza- 
tions to broaden the scope of. our present 
law in this State. So on behalf of the legis- 
lative committee of the New York League 
of Women Voters I wish to add our pro- 
test to the many already expressed in re- 
gard tu two recent outrages.. The first is 
the raid by the police on a _ birth-control 
clinie which has been operating successfully 
and quite within the law for several years, 
and the illegal seizure of its records, and 
the unfair conduct of the hearing, which 
was a travesty on justice. ‘The second is 
the astounding conviction of Mrs. Mary 
Ware Dennett. for an alleged offense in pub- 
lishing and distributing a pamphlet which 
was intended originally for her own chil- 
dren and was only more widely circulated 
upon the demand of perplexed parents who 
were secking a method of giving informa- 
tion on sex matters to their children. I 
chanced to be associated with Mrs. Dennett 
in the Voluntary Parenthood League at that 
time ard I know this to be true. And for, 
this ‘she is arrested, tried and convicted! 

It ts almost beyond belief that such things 
can happen in the twentieth century in a 


supposedly enlightened country. “We urge 
that immediate action be taken to right as 
far as possible the grave: injury done in 
these two instances and that legislation be 
enacted to render impossible similar out- 
rages in the future.

ONCE AIDED ~EX-PREMIER

LONDON, April 29.—Lord Younger, 
the implacable opponent of David 
| Lloyd George and one of the most 
determined fighters of the Tory 
Party, collapsed at the West End 
Theatre tonight and died before he 
| reached a hospital. 


Lord Younger held no ministerial 
post in the British Government, but 


|he was known as the man ‘‘wha 
| pulls the strings which make the 
| Ministers dance.’’ He was a bitter 
| opponent of Mr. Lloyd George, al- 
| though, strangely enough, it was his 
influence which put Lioyd George 
|into office in the post-war coalition 
Cabinet in 1919. 

Lord Younger, then Sir George 
Younger, was a Conservative of the 
old school: In the ‘‘armistice’’ elec- 
tion which returned Mr. Lloyd 
George he supplied the names of 300 
candidates out of a total House of 
Commons membership (excluding 
Sinn Fein) of 600. Mr. Lloyd George 





ing was sometimes referred to as 
the ‘‘coupon election’’ because each 
candidate had a signed indorsement 
by Sir George. 

Mr. Lloyd George rode into power 
on the combined backing of Bonar 
Law and Sir George Younger, but it 
was Sir George who later brought 
about Mr. Lloyd George’s downfall 
by insisting in 1922 that the coalition 
had outlived its usefulness and that 
}a return to strict party government 
| Was necessary, 

This decision was made at a meet- 
ing of the exclusive Carlton Club, 
which sent Mr. Lloyd George ‘“‘into 
the wilderness.’’ The general elec- 
|tion was a landslide for the Con- 
|servative forces. 

He was born Oct. 13, 1851, the eld- 
est son of James Younger, a brewer 
of Alloa, Scotland. He was educated 
at Edinburgh Academy and went in- 
to his father’s business as chairman 
|of the board. In addition, he was a

While his wife and her companion 
hurried to get an automobile to haul 
his body away, Pope regained con- 
sciousness and made his way to a 
store a quarter of a mile distant. 
The attackers, returning and find- 
ing him gone, fled in fright. 

Polster came to Madison. Mrs. 
Pope told the Sheriff’s office that 
her husband was missing and that 
‘“‘something terrible must have hap- 
pened.”’ Officers found him and got 
his story. They arrested Polster 
and Mrs. Pope, and then the pair, 
confronted by the revived man, con- 
fessed. 

They were sentenced by Judge S. 
B. Schein in Superior Court. 

When the judge asked Mrs. Pope 
if she loved Polster, she ‘said, ‘‘Too 
much,’’ but when the court Inquired 
whether she liked Polster better than 
her husband she said she “‘liked them 
about the same.”’

Sand, by helping to eliminate the 
existing projecting signs, encourage 
merchants on these strects to go 
ahead with their plans to erect ar- 
tistic flat wall signs either in wood 
or bronze.”’ 

Mr. Battle declared yesterday that

was a “‘selfish one, instituted to re- 
g2in business,’’ he said, which had

streets where signs were allowed. He 
thought the removal of signs would 
retard progress, hurt business and 
drive merchants out of the district. 

‘“‘We believe.’’ he said, “‘that every 
merchant in the retail zone has a 
right to advertise and where there’s 
pienty of light, people, like moths, 
pvill go to it. Signs are erected to 
tell people when they get to the cor- 
mer ‘here we are.’ We want beauty, 
‘but there is only one answer. - New 
‘York is in for business and we don’t 
want to go back to wartime and 
light conservation.’’

Passion Play,’’ which was unfolded | 
at the Hippodrome last evening, in- 
evitably becomes theatricalized, and 
“The Passion Play’’ theatricalized is | 
hardly the sublime, transfiguring ex-| 
perience you may have expected. For 
here the pageant and the trappings 
of the theatre do not give the sacred | 
story an aura, but reduce it to a} 
colorful, stately spectacle. The re- 





mob and the waving of palms, is a 
scene of such great force that the 
unassertiveness of Adolph Fassnacht 
as the Christ comes as a distinct 
lack of fulfillment. The tableaux of

However, several of the stage ef- 
fects are so tawdry as to cheapen 
the effect of the entire production. 
The luminous wine-cup at the Last 
Supper, the illuminated cross, the 
transparency in the hallowed garden 
shatter the illusion completely, and 
introduce alien influences into one 
of the world’s greatest stories. And, 
remembering the hushed majesty of 
“The Miracle,’’ you can hardly avoid 
believing that the dialogue, which is 
in German, weighs heavily upon the 
illusion. In the Hippodrome the ac- 
tors have to declaim it above the 
musical accompaniment. And, being 
literal, rather than poetic, it curbs 
the flight of natural emotions. How 
much more eloquent is the spectacle 
of Christ silently bending to the 
cross, and sorrowfully joining the 
procession!

London Zoological Society, at 
100th Birthday Dinner, 
Delves Into Past. 


PRINCE OF WALES ATTENDS 


He and Others Hear of Jumbo, of 
England’s First Giraffe and 
See Deep Sea Life.

LONDON, April 29.—If zoo animals 
have a Valhalla all their own, it 
received recognition tonight at a 
meeting and dinner at which the 
Prince of Wales and scientists of 
many countries celebrated the 100th 
birthday of the London Zoological 
Society. Memories of Jumbo, the 
elephant, of England’s first unbe- 
lievable giraffe and of hundreds of 
other historic beasts and birds were 
| awakened in speeches paying tribute 
to London’s as the big brother of 
| all the world’s zoos. 

The United States was represented 
at the ceremonies by Dr. Casey 
Wood of the Smithsonian Institution 
and by W. W. Niles, director of the 
New York Zoological Society. The 
French Ambassador was there, rep- 
|resenting his country. Viscount 
Grey of Fallodon, an even greater 
lover of birds than of statecraft, 
took a prominent part. All spoke 
with pride of the growth of the insti- 
tution, which last year gave enjoy- 
ment and instruction to 2,225,602 vis- 
itors. 

William IV, ‘Sailor King,’’ pre- 
sented menageries from Windsor 
Castle and the Tower of London as 
the nucleus of what was to be one 
of the world’s most noted animal 
collections. But, according to the 
speakers tonight, there were many 
Kings of England before William, 
who delighted in strange animals. 
The Duke of Bedford, president of 
the Zoological Society, recalled that 
Henry I, in medieval times, accept- 
ed gifts of lions, leopards, lynxes 
and camels from foreign monarchs 
and kept them in Woodstock Park. 
Then Henry III founded the Tower 
with three 
leopards which Emperor Frederick 
II of Germany had given him. The 
first elephant ever seen in England 
came in 1255 as a gift from Louis 
IX of France. Six hundred years 
later another elephant, Jumbo, be- 
came the wonder of London’s zoo 
until he grew too big and obstrep- 
erous and was sold to P. T. Barnum. 

Dr. Chalmers Mitchell, secretary of 
the Zoological Society, said the or- 
} ganization was not only noted be- 
| cause of its zoo but because it was 
| ‘fa seientific body founded by scien- 
tific men for scientific objects.” 

In the last quarter of a century, 
said Dr. Mitchell, the society had 
| tried to study the relation of an- 
| mals to their environment, especial- 
|ly as regards fresh air, heat, light 
/and food. From that study, Dr. 
Mitchell declared, had sprung Lon- 
don’s monkey house, reptile house 
and aquarium, which he called 
| ‘pioneering experiments based on 
close investigation of animal psy- 
chology.”’ 

After the dinner the Prince of 
Wales and other distinguished guests 
were taken through the darkened 
corridors of the superb aquarium, 
where lighted tanks showed them the

LAST YEAR’S DANCES 


Program Mach Better Performed 
by the Neighborhood 
Company. 


The second of the two ‘‘programs 
of symphonic music with stage and 
orchestra’ was presented by the 
Neighborhood Playhouse at the Man- 
hattan Opera House last night and 
consisted of Ernest Bloch’s ‘‘Israel,"’ 
Debussy’s Nocturnes, ‘‘Nuages’’ and 
“Fétes,"" and Borodin’s “On the 


Steppes of Central Asia,’’ and dances 
from ‘‘Prince Igor.’’ 


This program | 
comprised the first presentation of 
the Playhouse in this enlarged me- 
dium last year, and, though it has 
perhaps been subjected to minor al- 
terations, it is substantially the same 
in its second appearance in the réper- 
toire, 

It is signally better performed. 
however, with the possible exception 
of the Borodin number, in which last | 
night there were occasional lapses 
from strict unanimity in rhythm. 
The greatest gain was in the per- 
formance of ‘‘Israel,’’ which had a| 
completeness of authority and a vis- 


ual flow not remembered in its ini- 
tial production. 

Miss Lewisohn in her creation of 
what she terms “the 
theme’”’ has taken first the musical 
motifs and second the basie ideas of 
the Atonement ritual as her founda- 


tion. The aim has been the establish- 


ment of a mood rather than the 
unfoldment of a linear drama, as 
was the case in ‘Hin Heldenleben.”’ 
For the undoubted success of this 
intention, the composer is largely 
responsible, for the passionate dig- 
nity of the music is in itself irresis- 
tible. The stage movement, is always 
strictly parallel and descriptive of 
the ‘‘venerable emotion’’ which the 
composer has_ transcribed, but 
whether it adds anything to the 
strength or validity of this transcrip- 
tion is open to question. The mimes’ 
action seems rather to be an absorp- 
tion of the music than a further pro- 
jection of it.

FINANGIAL MARKETS 


Stock Exchange Prices Decline, 
With Partial Recovery Later 
—Call Money 15%. 


Call money on the Stock Exchange 
openéd the week at 12 per cent and 
rose later to 15, at which it closed. 
The day’s high rate was below both 
that of last Friday, when 16 per cent 
was reached, and of March 26, when 
the year’s maximum to date of 20 
per cent was quoted. Except for 
those two days, however, yesterday’s | 
rate, which was quoted also on March 
27, March 28 and April 1, was the 
highest since 1920. No great sur- 
prise was occasioned by the course 
of call money yesterday, since the 
month-end payments were still two 
days off. The high rate was never- 
theless a reflection of the credit mar- 
ket’s position. The speculative wing 
of Wall Street ascribed the tightness 





to the Federal Reserve, and let it go 
at that. 

Yet that explanation of the exist- 
ing money market somehow oveér- 
loolzed the fact that credits granted 
to brokers on the Stock Exchange 
had been enlarged by $67,000,000 in 
the week before the call-money rate 
ran up, and that $47,000,000 of the 
increase was contributed by member 
banks in the Federal Reserve. There 
are numerous and diverse influences 
at work on the money rate; it would 
not be easy to trace the exact part 
played, for-:instance, by recall of for- 
eign credits from the demand-loan 
market, or withdrawal of company 
money for month-end requirements | 
of the companies themselves, or di-| 
version of their funds by investment | 
trusts from call loans to purchase of 
stocks. Such interplay of minor 
causes has always existed in Wall 
Street’s tight-money markets, but 
none of them was ever the primary 
cause for such abnormally high rates 
as now exist, and neither was the 
Federal Reserve. 

The stock market declined on the 
continuance of high money, early 
losses varying in active shares from 
1 to 9% points, distributed pretty 
equally between industrials and rail- 
ways. A few stocks moved against 
the stream, some of them rising 8 
or 9 points, and in the “ater trading 
part of the early losses in many of 
the weaker stocks was recovered, 
and all of it in two or three of them. 
There was again little visible evi- 
dence of active participation by the 
outside public. 

Nothing new developed yesterday 
in the field of trade and industry. 
Compilations of railway earnings 
thus far reported for March refléct 
the moderate increase in traffic al- 
ready foreshadowed by the weekly 
loadings statements but indicate aisu 
increasing economies in operation. 
The increase of 35; per cent in gross 
receipts follows a total increase of not 
quite 2 per cent in March loadings; 
which, however, were 3 per cent less 
last year than in 1927, with @ result- 
ant 5 per cent decrease in total 
operating revenue. But the increase 
of 13 per cent in net operating in- 
come in the statements thus far made 
for March compares with a decrease 
last March of only 4 per cent. 

The foreign exchanges were again 
unaffected by the high call-money 
rate; even the mark advanced to the 
best rate quoted on any day but one 
last week. The markets have seemed 
to regard the complications at the 
Paris conference with considerably 
less of discouragement than the 
statesmen have displayed; indeed, 
it is not altogether easy to be sure 
how much of the recent weakness in 
the mark arose from the reparations 
deadlock and how much from the 
rather evident mishandling of the) 
situation by the Reichsbank.

The afternoon buying move- 
ment appeared to be conducted on 
the theory that the money scare 
would disappear at the beginning of 
May. ¥- 


The Trader’s Complaint. 


One of the common characteriza- 
tions of the stock market, heard fre- 
quently these days, is that it lacks 
the “punch and kick’’ which was its 
outstanding attribute during the long 
upswing. Stocks move upward in 
vigorous fashion, but appear disposed 
to settle back to their previous level 
when the impetus -from’a burst of 
buying has spent itself. It is only a 
few favored issues which appear 
capable of carrying through when a 
movement is started. It has boen 
suggested that this may be the rea- 
son why sO many persons are merely 
sitting on the sidelines watching 
the Stock Bxchange floor traders, 
whose own description of the current 
activity is that ‘“‘they have lots of 
fun, but don’t make much money."’

ANACONDA REPORTS 
BIG GAIN FOR YEAR 


Copper Mining Company and Its 
Subsidiaries Earned $39,841,- 
187 Net in 1928. 


RECORD FOR CORPORATION 


Resulted From Great Increase In 
Consumption and Higher 
Prices for Metal. 


Net income of the Anaconda. Cop- 
per Mining Company and subsidiary 
companies in_ 1928 amounted to $39,- 
841,187, after all deductions, including 
Federal taxes. This was equivalent 
to $11.14 a share on the 3,577,495 
shares of no-par common outstanding 
at the end of the year and compares 
with $10,121,142, or $3.37 a share, in 
1927. 

Last year’s business, as well as 
earnings, established a record for the 
company, the reslt of an extraordi- 
nary increase in consumption which 


developed in the second quarter and 
continued throughout the rest of the 
year. The total income was $291,- 
199,087, against $200,538,653 in the 
year before. The net income from 
operations last year was $26,106,228, 
while the income from investments 
and marketable securities amounted 
to $13,734,958. 


Rise in Assets Shown. 


The balance sheet as of Dec. 31 
shows total current assets of $117,- 
738,409, while current liabilities to- 
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taled $51,740,902. The current assets 
at the end of the previous year to- 
taled $107,189,937, against current 
liabilities of $29,929,294. Total as- 
sets on Dec. 31 were $505,683,143, 
comparing with $528,128,273 at the 
end of*the year before. The consoli- 
dated .balance. sheet and ‘income ac- 
count for 1927 included the Andes 


Copper Mining Company, but that 


for 1928 did not include Andes, Ana- 
conda’s equity having been decreased 
below 75 per cent as a result of the 
conversion of the Andes convertible 
7 per cent debentures. 

The price of copper at the begin- 
ning of 1928, the report says, was 
13.86 cents a pound. It declined to 
13.675 cents on March 2 and at the 
close of the year was 16.275 cents. 
The average for the year, as figured 
by The Engineering and ining 
Journal, was 14.57 cents, or an in- 
crease of 1.65. cents over the 1927 
average. The increase in the income, 
the report says, was due both to in- 
creased copper prices and to the ex- 
pansion. of operations. 

Tho report reveals that Anaconda 
paid $4,456,824 for all of the mining, 
milling and lumber interests of the 
heirs of the late Senator William A. 
Clark, together with the Butte Elec- 
tric Railway.Company and .the Mon- 
tana Hardware Company. 

Anaconda paid out last year $14,- 
419,034 in dividends, against $9,000,- 
000 in 1927. ® 


Andes Copper Mining Report. 


Net income of the Andes Copper 
Mining Company in 1928 was $3,933,- 
721, against $179,950 in 1927. The 


company’s total operating revenue 
last year was $13,555,544, comparing 
with $7,044,734 in the year before. 
Total assets were $95,277,287 at the 
end of last year. The balance sheet 
also included the assets and liabilities 
of the Portrerillos Railway Company. 
Sales of copper amounted to 88,926,- 
898 pounds, resulting in a gross in- 
come of $8,131,830 before deduction 
of bond interest and discount, taxes, 
areata: charges and deprecia- 
ion. 

The Chile Copper Company, also 
controlled by Anaconda, reported for 
1928 a net income of $19,943,864, 
against $11,085,537 in 1927. Sales of 


copper last Fg! amounted to 282,- 
998,871 pounds, at an average price 
of 15.034 cents a pound, as compared 
with sales of ,291,177 pounds in 
1927 at an average price of 13.294 
cents a pound. The operating profit 
for the year was $28,159,030, against 


‘$18,050,608 -in 1927. 


The Chile balance sheet as of Dec. 
$1 shows current assets of $24,872,- 
690 and current liabilities of $6,574,- 
296. Total assets were $170,521,200. 


MUST CONVERT BONDS TODAY. 


Holders of Anaconda 7s Face Loss 
of Rights Worth $118,000. 


With the expiration today of the 
conversion privilege on $10,000,000 
of Anaconda Copper fifteen-year con- 
vertible debenture 7s of 1938, it is 


estimated that investors who fail to 
exchange their debentures for com- 
mon stock will lose about $118,000.

MARK ADVANCES TO 23.7014 


But No More Metal Is Expected at

A shipment of $8,000,000 of gold 
from Germany arrived here yester- 
day on the Hamburg-American liner

NORTHERN PRINCE 


TO ARRIVE TODAY 


Néw Furness Motor Liner Has 


Made 16-Knot Average on Her 
Maiden Trip From Europe. 


THREE MORE TO FOLLOW 


Receptions Will Be Held on Board 
—Ship Will Leave for South 
America May 11. 


The motor vessel, Northern Prince, 
first of four new ships to be built 
for the South American trade by the 
Furness-Prince Line, will arrive here 
today on her maiden voyage from 
the builder’s yard on the Clyde and 
will be docked at Pier 74, North 
River. She left Greenock on April 
22 and has maintained a speed of six- 
teen knots without effort, permitting 
completion of the trip in eight days. 

The new ship will remain at her 
pier until May 11. Several dinners 
and receptions will be held on board 
before her departure for the ports 
of the east coast of South America. 
Groups of shipping men, diplomats 
of South American republics and 
others interested in the affairs of 
Latin America plan to visit the ship 
during her stay. 


According to the schedule, the 
Northern Prince will make Rio de Ja- 
neiro in twelve days from New York. 
She will make Santos on the thir- 
teenth day and Montevideo and 
Buenos Aires on the sixteenth. She 
will be followed by the Eastern 
Prince, leaving New York June 22, 


the Southern Prince Aug. 31 and the | 


Western Prince Sept. 28. 

The Northern Prince is of 17,500 
tons displacement, 517 feet long, and 
has a beam of sixty-five feet. She 
is motor driven, being powered by 
two Kincaid-Burmeister & Wait 
double-acting four-stroke Diesel en- 
gines, which develop 10,500 horse- 
power. On recent tests these engines 
enabled the ship to attain a speed of 
nineteen knots. All of her state- 
rooms have private baths. There are 
six de luxc cabins on the sun deck, 
each with its bath, sitting room and 
trunk room. An outside tile swim- 
ming pool is a feature of the ship’s 
equipment.

TEAMSTERS’ UNION 
TO VOTE ON STRIKE 


1,000 Men in 33 Building Ma- 
terial Concerns in City Threaten 
to Walk Oat Tomorrow. 


A strike vote of 1,000 chauffeurs, 
yardmen and helpers employed by 
thirty-three building material con- 
cerns in New York, Long Island, 
Brooklyn and the Bronx will be 
taken tonight at a meeting of Local 
816 of the Brotherhood of Team- 


sters, it was announced last night 
by Martin Lacey, secretary-treasurer 
of the union. 

The meeting will be held at Laure] 
Garden, 75 East 116th Street. Mr. 
Lacey said that he had tried to get 
the employers to meet with his com- 
mittee, but had received no reply to 
the union demands. These include 
recognition of the union, $8 a day for 
chauffeurs and $7 a day for yardmen 
and helpers. The chauffeurs, accord- 
ing to Mr. Lacey, have no basic 
scale, their pay varying from $38 to 
$42 a week and the yardmen receive 
about $30 a week. 

The union also demands a nine- 
hour day, $1 an hour for overtime 
and double time for holiday and Sun- 
day work. 

Mr. Lacey said he had notified city 
and State officials of his efforts to 
reach an agreement with the em- 
ployers. While he hoped there would 
be no necessity to strike he was 
certain that a strike would be voted 
for tomorrow if no reply was forth- 
coming from the employers. 

The employers admit that the 
strike, if. called, would tie up the 
delivery of building materials and 
seriously affect, if prolonged, im- 
portant construction now under way. 
The total building program now in 
progress is said to be valued at $150,- 
000,000. The employers, it was said, 
will probably ask for police protec- 
tion to man their trucks with new 
employes. One employer said there 
were plenty of idle chauffeurs in

Case as Presented by Machette. 

Mr. Machette’s account, as con- 
tained in the papers filed, is sub- 
stantially as follows: 

After the plans had been prepared, 
Mr. Statler, then head of the Hotels 


Statler Company, Inc., arranged 
with Mr. Machette to take part in 
helping build and manage the hotel. 

Mr. Machette received ten days’ 
notice that the railroad was willing 
to have the 2,000-room hotel built if 
Mr. Machette would put up $300,000 
in cash and $1,450,000 for furnish- 
|ings and arrange forthwith for the 
financing. 

It was at this time, according to 
Mr. Machette, that he discovered 
that Mr. Statler, ‘having learned in 
confidence my plans,’”’ had been 
negotiating separately with the 
Pennsylvania Terminal Real Estate 
Company, seeking to ‘‘bring about a 
situation whereby I might eventually 
be forced to yield to the Hotel Stat- 
ler Company control of my enter- 
prise.’’ 

As he had no opportunity in the 
short time afforded to conclude ne- 
zotiations on the modified terms, 
Mr. Machette.said that ‘‘as a prac- 
tical necessity’? he entered into a 
“joint venture’? with Mr. Statler. 
They formed the New York Hotel 
Statler Company,..Inc., and it waz 
agreed that the ‘Hotels Statler Com- 
pany was'to supply the money to 
equip the larger hotels. Machette, 
sole owner of the'lease and building 
agreement, then obtained new terms 
from the owners of the land, and 
without other consideration than the 
50 per cent of the common stock of 
the new corporation; transferred the 
lease to the New York Hotel Statler 
Company, Inc.
